R£CAPE VOICES 
CAPE COD CANAL 


by J. Robert Kershaw 


In the cool of the evening, just when the stars have started to twinkle, one of the 
most refreshing spots on Cape Cod is the north bank of the Cape Cod Canal. 


Here one gets the sense he is really in another world. The peaceful quietness, the 
good brisk air fresh off the ocean and the constant panorama of lights from passing 
ships take one from Cape Cod to Singapore, to Copenhagen, to Cairo or to any one of 
the fabulous places visited by the passing ships. 


Here one may forget the cares of the workaday world, drink in lungfuls of salt 
tanged air, shut his eyes and enter a dreamland which has lulled many a tired mind 
to blissful contentment with the world around him. 


The Cape Cod Canal has maintained a fascination for many thousands of people. 
Even before it was built, our Pilgrim fathers envisioned the waterway. Captain Myles 
Standish, the doughty leader of the Pilgrims from Plymouth first saw the possibilities 
of a waterway across the narrow neck of land, and had plans drawn, which indicated a 
course almost identical with that used by the famed waterway today. 


Few people realize, as they travel through the canal, or sit on the cliffs in their 
autos to watch the passing water traffic slide through, just what difficulties were sur- 
mounted before the waterway became an actuality. 


Little do most folks realize just how many thousands of people for over three cen- 
turies, had a hand in planning and building the waterway which now connects Buzzards 
Bay and Cape Cod Bay, or that it took exactly 287 years from the date of the first sug- 
gestion of a canal at this point until the day that the canal was opened to ocean traffic. 


The canal, as seen today, probably was never envisioned by even the most farsighted 
engineer. It was always believed that some day a canal would be built between the 
two bays and the earliest surveyors picked almost the identical route which is used 
today. 


Myles Standish is credited with having made a suggestion to the then Gov. Brad- 
ford in 1627 that a canal be cut through the rolling hills to facilitate travel between 
_ the Cape colony and the New Amsterdam (New York) to the south and to open new 
fields of commerce, along the shore. 


The original idea had its beginning shortly after the Aptuxcet Trading Post had 
been established at what is now Bourne village. 


To reach Aptuxcet, the traders used canoes up Scusset creek from Sagamore on the 
Cape Cod Bay side. About midway there was a portage of about a mile before travelers 
reached the headwaters of the Manomet River, which led over a winding course to the 
Trading Post and into Buzzards Bay. 

Samuel Sewell visited the site in 1676 and made the first attempt to completely 
chart the course of the proposed waterway. In 1696 John Otis of Barnstable was or- 
dered by the General Court to report on the cost and feasibility of the plan. 
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Again during the War of the Revolution the question of a canal was looked into 
and surveying parties were sent to the scene to make hurried sketches and more sur- 
veys. Massachusetts sailing was virtually bottled up by the British fleet which con- 
trolled both bays and the time looked ripe for such an undertaking. Thomas Machin, 
a government engineer drew up working plans and finally produced a figure of $32,148 
and some small change as the eventual cost of such a job. 


This was a tremendous amount in those early days and to a nation which was 
practically bankrupt in both money and men to do the work the undertaking was far 
over the heads of the government at that time. 


Survey followed survey and working parties were actually employed to make a 
start on the project at various times. It was not until 1906 that August Belmont, pro- 
minent New York financier was approached and Barclay Parsons, eminent engineer of 
his day, drew up the plans from which the waterway was constructed. The first block 
of granite was dropped for the breakwater on June 19, 1910 and the water trickled 
through the first breach in the hills on August 21, 1915. The Cape Cod Canal was of- 
ficially opened on July 29 of the following year when eight vessels paid a toll to pass 
through the first New England waterway. 

Private management continued to operate the canal for 14 years. In 1927, Congress, 
after repeated requests, passed a bill authorizing the United States to buy the Cape 
waterway for $11,500,000. 

Since this time the United States government has made many improvements. Three 
new bridges have been built, the canal has been widened and dredged to a depth which 
would accommodate most of the large vessels of the world. They have constructed road- 
ways on both sides of the waterway and have even provided the parking places along 
the sides where thousands each year stop to admire the brilliantly lighted waterway 
and marvel at the vessels which pass through. 

Truly, one of the beauty spots of Cape Cod, the Canal will probably never be with- 
out its share of admirers.

For the Finest in Art 


Theatregoers at the Cape Playhouse 
this week will find that variety—of artist, 
style of painting, and media,—character- 
izes the exhibition at the DENNIS ART 
GALLERY located between the Cape 
Playhouse and the Cape Cinema. It is a 
selection of twenty-five oil paintings, 
water colors, prints, sculpture and decor- 
ative arts from the juried exhibition of 
the Cape Cod Art Association at Hyannis. 
Among the painters represented—and they 
are all part of the Cape—are Betty Lane, 
Janet Folsem, Douglas Stewart, Jerry 
Farnsworth, Helen Sawyer, Elliot Orr, 
Virginia Ward, Tom Rowlands, Xavier 
Gonzalez, Ethel Edwards, and Chaim 
Gross. 

Of special interest to visitors to the 
gallery are the water color designs for 
stage sets by Gary Smith, assistant scenic 
designer at the Cape Playhouse. These 
have been painted with a freshness of 
approach and a craftsman’s control ap- 
pealing to both the layman and the pro- 
fessional. Interesting too for the playgoer 
is the strong portrait head in terra cotta 
of Jose Limon by Sheila Burlingame, 
sculptor from Provincetown. 


Decorative arts on view feature enamel 
work by Virgil Cantini, an artist outstand- 
ing in the media of enamel and ceramics. 
He has exhibited in many of the im- 
portant museums of this country and late- 
ly has been working almost exclusively 
in the field of liturgical arts. His most 
recent project in this connection is a 
crucifix and stations of the cross for St. 
Henri’s Church in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl- 
vania. . 


Whimsical in design and subject are 
Gracie Huntley Pugh’s ceramic pins. An 
excellent painter, especially known for 
her water colors, this artist reveals also 
a technical master of her medium. The 
ceramic pins by Betty Lane who is show- 
ing a painting “Boats Waiting” in the 
painting exhibition reveal a feeling for 
the medium in the artist’s interest in 
modelling. Shell pins by Virginia Ward, 
whose painting “Pittsburgh” was on view 
in the foyer last week, show in their 
strong abstract arrangements the influence 
of her well integrated paintings. George 
North Morris, Hyannis craftsman, pro- 
duces his pottery from the native clay 
of Cape Cod. Handsome mosaic tables 
have been designed and executed by B. 
J. Bloch. 

A note of humor may be observed in 
the caricature of the FBI man by An- 
thony Lauck whose peculiar handling of 
the wood gives it a quality of folk art. 


The gallery is open daily from 2:30 until
